Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966, 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  the  population  has 
decreased  from  3330  to  3270„ 

The  birth  rate  (13.1)  is  higher  than  last  year  (10. 6)  and  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (17.7). 

The  death  rate  (11. l)  is  higher  than  last  year  (10. 6)  and 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.7). 

Again  as  or  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  in 
diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

There  were  23  cases  of  infectious  diseases  16  of  which  were 
Measles,  and  7 Whooping  Cough. 

No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  further  damage  to  water  mains,  sewers  and  houses 
due  to  mining  subsidence. 

Plans  for  joint  sewage  work s with  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  Rural 
District  Council  and  The  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  Urban  District  Council  are 
well  advanced. 

Two  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  one  was 
under  construction  by  private  enterprise  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  waiting  for  Council  houses  is  128 
and  the  number  of  fresh  applications  received  during  the  year  was  59. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  canteens  in  the 
district  is  most  satisfactory. 


Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementing  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960. 


During  the  year  a Meals  on  wheels  Service  was  increased  and 
now  twelve  el  crly  infirm  people  are  supplied  with  two  hot  meals 
a week  under  this  scheme. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman,  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  and  the  General  Practitioners  in 
the  locality  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

In  particular,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Surveyor  and  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  valuable  assistance  throughout  the  year.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  no  cases  were  notified  and  no  cases  removed 
from  the  Register,  leaving  11  people  still  on  the  Register.  Most  of 
these  people  are  either  at  work  or  ambulatory. 

There  is  full  co-operation  between  Local  Authority  and  the  Chest 
Physician  at  Markfield  Hospital  and  the  Outwoods  Hospital,  Burton-on- 
Trent  and  every  assistance  is  given  in  the  ascertainment  of  contacts, 
re-housing  or  in  employment „ 

A special  clinic  for  contacts  has  been  working  very  satisfactorily 
at  Markfield  and  Outwoods  Hospital,  Burton-on-Trent  end  General 
practitioners  have  availed  themselves  fully  of  X-ray  facilities.

All  hospitals  except  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  are 
under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  The  County  Homes  for  the 
elderly  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council,  When  their  residents 
take  ill  they  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board., 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  every  second  and  fourth  Tuesday 
afternoon  at  the  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  Measham  Read,  Moira,  The  ante- 
natal  Clinics  are  held  at  Bridge  Road,  Coalville  and  Tuberculosis  Clinics 
at  Markfield  Hospital  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Relaxation  classes 
for  pregnant  mothers  are  held  at  Ivanhoe  Community  Centre,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch 
on  'ednesday  mornings  except  during  school  holidays. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service  throughout  Leicestershire  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  from  eight  ambulance  stations.  The  whole  fleet  is  equipped  with  two-way 
radio  communication  and  all  ambulance  movements  arc  controlled  from  the  Ambulance 
Headquarters  at  5,  Ireton  Road,  Leicester,  A 24  hours  service  is  provided. 

The  Ambulance  Service  in  North  West  Leicestershire  is  provided  by  The  County 
Council  from  the  Coalville  Ambulance  Station,  where  three  ambulances  and  five 
dual  purpose  vehicles  are  based  to  give  a 24  hour  service. 

During  19 66  vehicles  based  in  the  Coalville  Ambulance  Station  carried 
24,  532  patients  a total  of  223,  278  miles.

Coal  Borrd  stationed  at  Nailstone  Colliery  and  Bath  Lane,  Moira,
